Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1. 2. 4-10 & 16-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Patentability 
has been found because the prior art fails to suggest or show the combination as set 
forth in the independent claims 1 , 6 & 16 Including a ball dispenser which contains a 
selection of balls used to determine a reward associated with a second wager and 
allowing a player to activate the ball dispenser which is incorporated on the wagering 
table. These requirements are not seen or fairly suggested by the prior art of record. 

The closest prior art of references were Slinkman, Webb Johnson and Brenner. 

The teachings of the cited references fail to anticipate or render obvious 
applicant's invention because there was insufflcient motivation to combine the 
references. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
